These l(»cals, wliicli vary in 
telt that our conventions wore lie- 
coming unwieldy because of tlicir 
great size and that their overall 
cost was just too great, 

Tlie locals are right. Our last 
convention went olT quite well, we 
iielieve, but not witliont a great 
deal of elTort. It was extremely 
dififieult to find a city with sttf- 
(ieient hole] aeeomiuodatioiis to 
hmtse onr 11,130 delegates jilus the 
thousands of visifoi’s, relatives, 
members and guests who also jour- 
neyed to ('hieago to attend the 
con veil I ion. 

It was also difficult to ffnd an 
aiiditoriuin large ciu>ngh to ac* 
eomniodate a working eon vent ion 
such as (Him. Tt took a great deal 
of planning, adjusting and mov- 
ing to niuilly fit in enough tallies 
to seat our delegates. 

Ti d 1 1 1 a I was 1 954 . In the yea rs 
abend, we hope ami we expect to 
sec tins Brotherhood of ours grow. 


With tlie advent of atomic energy, 
witli 1 lit* constant need for electri- 
cal er|uiprnent and ajipliauccs pres- 
ent tot lay, our field for ex j mansion 
and growth is u till mi ted. Foupied 
with tin* coming AFL-i'IO merger, 
under which we will he able to 
devote our energies to organizing 
iiistcarl of lighting dual uinons, 
the future is bright. 

However, if We grow as we hope 
we will, our next coiivetilion, with 
our jii'cscnt per capita representa- 
tion, w'fjidd I>e entirety too targe 
to aecomj»lish anything. 

There is a neccHsity in every 
convent ion for committee action, 
rommittces play a most iInp^l^tam 
fimetinn, but it has always been 
our policy that the convention it- 
self is our acting iHjrly. We have 
always held tliat all shall be heard 
and tlur majority stiaM di^cide. We 
don't ever want a convention m 
big that timl policy may be de- 
stroyed. 

In stmlying wiiai action slitmld 
be taken on these proposjils, our 
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inGiulH*rsi miglu lik^ l(» kii<nv whal 
the policy h in otlicr intci'mitioniil 
mikms — wliiit llieir proctiee is with 
regard to repiTsciitathm at eotivcn* 
lions. We made a enmiry survey — 
taking 11 fe%v representative unions 
at random. 

The ! lumbers with a iiionilier- 
ship approximately one-third as 
large as onrs^ have the same repre- 
sealatioH \o eonventions as we do. 
So do the Operating Hngineei^s, 
whose membei'ship is also about a 
tliird the size of ours* 

Oiir memberslnp is more than 
four times as large as Ihe Bakers, 
yet their toeal.s miisl have more 
than l,riOO members in order to 
semi four elelegales Ui a eonven- 
tioii, ami in no ease may a local 
send inort' tluin live ile legates, 

Bet s take a small intermitiomd 
union like the Botjkbinders, with 
a meinbersliiii ol' upfiroximately 
110,000, h\ir locals witli meml*crship 
ii]i to 75, one delegate is alhnved. 
Over T-5, np to TOO, two delegates, 
and one ile legale for each addi- 
tional lOf) niejubers. But in no 
ease may total repreKeiilation from 
a loeiil exreeil eight. 

The Laborers, witli a member- 
ship 1ml f the size of ours, limit 
the maximum number of delegates 
from any local union to seven ajtd 


*mly locals witii 5,000 memljers or 
more are allowed this quota. 

That s the policy as it exists in 
into mat ionnl unions much smaller 
than our own. 

What about internationals larger 
than OUT'S? 

Well, take the Maeliinists, for 
examjile, with a membership of ap- 
[U'oximately 750,000. Their re- 
quirements alliiw one delegate fur 
every 200 mom!>ers. (They have a 
provision like our own, ])ermitting 
any local regard les.s of size to send 
one delegate,) Thus their repre- 
sentation at eonventions is a bout 
lialf as large as oiii's. 


'Hie Teamsters, with 1,300,000 
inembei's, allow om^ delegate for 
every 750 members, 

Xow, we do ntii regulate our 
union or our eon veut ions according 
to what other's do, but we bring 
you these cxanpiles so that vtni 
may know that otlmr unions have 
fonnd by experieiico as we have, 
that e X t r ( ‘ m e 1 y I a r ge eo n v (m t i t n i s 
are not practical. 

In considering our problem from 
all angles, there are move faeiors 
to be eons i d ere *1. Wt* refeiu'ed 
briefly above to the difficulties eii- 
i'omiteretl in setliiig up our t?hi- 
cago eonvention.

Sometirntrs tlu*iv rnmes an limir wtioii we imist Htand 
i\[i aiifl he etnintiKl on tlie side of what we believe is 
ri^lit. Sometimes many, many people, eveii trood 
friemls of o\u% feel we are wrontr* But tliis day and 
a^e, wSien our eeunomie seenrily, wlren the very life 
of unions is at slake, when even our fate as a nalion 
lianjrs ill the habmee, leaves mi place for fence 
straddlinjr. 

To maintain our security as a nation, it is necessary 
for management and labor to cooperate, to get along 
togethei% and togcllier put up a united front to llu- 
eueiiiies who would like lo see us and our country 
destriyvcd. That is an objective, 

Al the same time, we have amither objective — to 
eonlinue to win belter wages and Wiirking conditions 
am! a fair share of pi^ofits in a tu'ofit-making nalion,

Theso things we believe and we lielievc they are 
good for our union and for onr count ry.

We helievG it summarizes what we feel i

Cfiitly I was thumbing through an 
old book I had hough t in a second 
hand hook store about 25 years ago. 
It is an English hook published in 
18P7 by Charles Grifiin and Co, of 
London, It was written by John 
Miniro and Andrew Jamieson, Pro- 
fessitrs of Electrical Engineering at 
The Glasgow and West Scotland 
Technical ColU-ge.

For Apprenticeship 

t,. r. i2:>, I'uitTLANn, ok K.— with- 

ill the last few ilays a newly re- 
vised set of Apprenticeship Stajidarilrt 
for OutsUle Electrical Workers in 
Port la ml has been signed and made 
Hfectivc, We are very proud of these 
Stunflards as they w'cre mainly and 
originally developed by some of our 


nwn brothers and since their iueep- 
tittji they have been ptu'ioflically re- 
vised aticl brought up to tlaUn It is 
our uiiderstan<ling that these stand- 
anls ai-e now bidng used in numerous 
localities and others art* inleresled 
in obtaining them. Then* is no copy- 
right but the ,Apprenliceahip Counsel 
holds some righLs to the material . 

To select the right typ<‘ of men tt^ 
take this course has het ii an unsatis- 
fariory process. Studies inrlicate that 
ditrereut types of work or typos of 
jtjhs are best filled by men with cer- 
tain characteristics. Many jobs have 
been typed in the past but the line- 
man classification has been neglecU^d. 
The questions isr What must i Lutes 
the rr*qulrements to make a g(»od 
journeyman lineman? What is a line- 
man? etc. 

Through the cooperation of our 
union, a large number of journeymen 
lim*mon, one of the electric utilities 
in our juri.sdictiiui and a lb pnrtment 
of the State of Oregon we intend to 
hud out. The state W'ill conduct a 
strictly confidentiai .survey by inter- 
viewing each of the,rte voluMteiU' line- 
men and from this suiw'cy will de- 
velop material for an aptitude test 
which will assist the selecting of of- 
ficei'S and affi>rd them some itlea 
whether an applicant for a lineman 
apprenticeship has the ijualities iieces- 
saiy t<i develop int(j a gotnl jouniey- 
nian. 

Last November, labor ami a fv\x 
other groups In our state mmlc them- 
selves heard at the polLs and idcctod 
a number of people to represent them 
in the United States Congress, the 
state legislature and tdber local of- 
fices, who are fair and hroad-mimled, 
who W'ill champii>n the cause of the 
people as against the vested inter- 
ests, ami who recognize the riglu,s of 
labor. Our state has supplied a new 
face in the U niter! State.s Senate and

Another milestone 
was the election f>f a brmafuie labor 
man to the posit jon of State Ijabijr 
Commissioner. 

l.alwr marie some big strides in 
NoV4*mlH'r and achieved some atimir- 
alile result.s, hut there prohahly are 
few’ individuals w'ho realize the 
tremendous amount of time and effort 
that were c.\ pended in pleading, coax- 
ing anti cajoling union members to 
regi.ster ami then repeating these eU 
forts In getting these same members 
out to vote. The many individual.^ 
W'ho gave m freely of their time 
shoulfl feci highly rewardetl by the 
results. 

It is a baflliug situation however* 
that all this effort is nxiuired to 
induce people to exeicise their fixm- 
chise anil their I'esfionsihility as a 
gcH>d citiz(*n to (*x press their opiniojis 
at the ballot box. This laxness on thi' 
part of .so many |jeople and I he grad- 
ual increase in the number of second 
rate politicians whom w’c elect to rep- 
resont us, is cainse for great concern.

Doesn't suggest 
any- thing gi-eedy, pidty nr selfii^h, dws 
it, but ittlber brings to miml words 
like brotherhooii, cooiH*rathm, and 
comiadeship. 

Canadians wh«i aiteiuh'd iioth the 
1954 Trades and Labour Congress 
Cttnvention and the LB.IvW, Ciniven- 
tion must have been struck by the 
ditfmvnt views mi pul it ini I action.

Utined by taking political action. Like 
many others, our marine wiiemcii 
have got snai-led up In the labor leg 
Islatitin which an a 11- wise and b(*nevo- 
lent govenrment has nlven us, despite 
our puny protests. 

The g(ivemment aupeiTised strike 
vote allows only employes of the re- 
calcitmnt finns to decide if strikt* 
action shall be taken, yet legal action 
such n.<; and injunctions c.in be 

taken against the union and its offi^ 
ctu's on a wholesale scale, forcing the 
union to accept full n spimsibility for 
the consecpiences of strike action, yet 
Hniiting the decision on taking action 
to those men actually winking mi the 
job. 

The mid iv'suit of all this ao-calletl 
“labour legislaticm,” which is purely 
emplfjyer legislation, is to divide and 
confuse union mcmb<*m to n pfdnt 
where pn»gjx'ss becomes almost irn- 
poflsibic. 

Fear of rouH prf>ci*edings, or loss 
of their jobs, cause many unitm offi- 
cials to assume a aeutcal attitude in 
time of 1 rouble, instead id being lead- 
ers, while fear that their fellow mem- 
la*r« on other jobs will not support 
them in time tmulde causes many 
gitmps ti> pttss up opjMirt unities for 
bL*ttcr cioidi lions or more wages. 

No doubt about it, the employers 
knew what they wen* doing when 
they gavi- us “lalmur legislation,” and 
h^gally recognized trade tinimis. W** 
iis<*d to make our own laws once, and 
Wi‘i'(* respectiAi for it. We have aban- 
doned that right for something that 
might be called a in ess of pottage. 
Wr may have the legul right to or- 
ganize, but little or no right to do 
anything, (mce wc have oigani zed, un- 
less the government gives permission.

Deplores High Loss 
Of Life by Fire

Our business a^'ent ia very Imsy k*'ep- 
ing a watchful eye on the situutiniu 
am! never lets an opporimnly pass to 


place an unemjdoyed member on a job 
wind her it be temporary or perman- 
ent. 1 Inive just listened to the C. H. 
C. news mid it Is apjiallin^t to note 
the number of lives that were taken 
yesterday as a result of disastrous 
fires. One fire alone in Montreal took 
the lives of U persons. One of our 
fire chiefs in Eastern Canada said: 
"There are to<i many fires in Canada, 
and most of them are caused throui^h 
carelessness, such as the careless dis- 
cartliit}; of d^'arette butts, smokini; in 
bi?d and allowinic tiapers and trash 
lo accumulate in basements." h'urther- 
more he said that the old alibi of 
defective wdrinK: must be ruled out 
as a cause of nuist of our disastrous 
fires. I think it is hig:h time that 
sofiieone ha<l the courajre to come out 
in the ami denounce the never- 

imdin|ir reports on fires blamed to 
defective wirin^^. Naturally defective 
wdrin^jj is a reaull of poor workman- 
ship, and as such reflects back on the 
mernhmsliip of our orj^aniKalion. 
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Many times my blood pi'essure has 
boiled over when reading reports in 
the press like this : **Fire Chief re- 
ports that fire was caused by de- 
fective wiring*'^ 

Let me tell you a true story, it 
could he entitled, “I Was There/* 
Many years ago a fellow workman 
and I were heading for the country 
to do a job. We were driving an old 
Model T Ford that had been con- 
verted into an open truck, and believe 
me it was plenty cold as the tempera- 
ture was hovering between 30 and 
40 below zero. When vve reached the 
city limits we were so cold we decided 
to ditjp in to a gas and oil ware- 
house to get wann* We felt no hesi- 
tation in walking into the ofiice as 
we knew the man in charge quite 
well. As we entered we noted the 
ortiee was heated with a portable open 
fireplace. There ^vas a glowing fire 
of red hot coals and it really felt 
good to feel the glow of that warn 
fire. As the man emerged from the 
warehouse to see who had come into 
the office we noted that he was filling 
the tanks inside from larger tanks 
on the outside. We also noted that 
the warehouse was filled with deadly 
gas fumes that were quite \isible in 
the cold air. A moment later whilst 
conversing ivith the warehouse man 
we noticed little flashes of fire flaring 
up from the fireplace and exploding 
like small fire-balls in the office and 
warcdiouse. 

Sensing the seriousness of the 
situation I said to niy two pals, let's 
get the h^ — 1 out of here or we are 
going to be blown out. We all three 
made a dash for the front door and 
the moment we let the air in there 
was a terrific explosion that rent the 
building asunder. In the excitement 
of getting out we never noticed for 
a minute or so that the warehovise 
man was still in the building. How- 


ever, a moment later he crawled out 
from under the wall of the building 
and was shouting “Get the brigade!*' 
We looked him over first and although 
buimed around the head and face, his 
injuries were not too serious. We 
immediately rushed m our jalopy to 
turn in the alaTin and to summon an 
ambulance. However, before the Fire 
trucks a 1 rived the building was a 
raging inferno with flames shooting 
200 feet in the air, and in an hour or 
so was totally destroyed. Now here 
is the sequel to the story. That eve- 
ning in the local press were head- 
lines: ^'Fire Destroys Local Gas and 
Oil Warehouse. Fire chief asserts 
that fire was caused by defective 
wiling,” 

We would like to pay tribute to 
Brother Edwin Capstick, one of our 
retired pensioners. *TAP,” as we all 
affectionately know him, has always 
been a worker for Local 3SH, and 
now in the rivilight of his years he 
has taken it upon himself to visit 
the sick and the other retired pen- 
sioners. We know he is always wel- 
come in his visits, as he always brings 
in a ray of sunshine to those he 
visits. So Brother Cap %ve salute you 
as a pioneer of Local 339, and may 
your sunshine visits continue for 
many years to come. 

Here is a thought for the month:

At Calgary Local

I 
ihink hack to ihnse of my times who 
hatl tr> >^o niirhis to New York and 
jniy for what knowlerlgrc* they jfot, 
ami thertf were veuy few of them 
who had the time or money. Today 
our yminj^er momhers have a wonder- 
ful o|>portunity to j'ain education 
with schools and reference books so 
accessible. 

Some of our members are attend- 
ing classes of public speaking. This 
is very imiKutant and necessary. 
What, a W'onderful thinjr it will laj 
when our members can take Ihe flmir 
amt intidi Silently ru'eseiji a proposi- 
tioii in n conclusive manner, not only 
at. our meetiuKS hut also at BuihlinK 
Tniiles and Central Labor meetiim^s* 
Many a point ia won when put forth 
by a ffood speaker* 

I firmly believe education bree<ls 
iiiiiiative, that somcthiip? in n man 
which Kives him confidence in himself 
lo decide what rixrht and stick by 
it An ignorant man cannot be sure 
hif is riKht and he mu si depend on 


others to supply the knowledge he b 
lacking. 

Our trade Ima advanced to the 
point where education is vitally im- 
portant* Compare Ihe work our mem- 
bers did 20 years ago with the work 
we are called upon lo do today, in 
this industrial age. Take for in- 
stance, the great amount of electronic 
devices we are asked to connect, with 
their photoeleci I ic cells and vacuum 
tubes.

The use of these elec* 
tronic devices in industry will not 
lessen but wdll increase greatly, wilh 
the result that ft wide field will be 
created for mir men I rained in this 
field* Will we he found wanting? 

The electrical contractors we metd 
today to fonnulate our agreements, 
wtdfare and olher matters pertinent 
to our interests, are not the type \ve 
met in the old days. Today they have 
banded togedher and joined a uatimi- 
al associiitiuru They are educated 
men and capable of protecting llieir 
inteiefits* If \vv hope, in the future, 
to enjoy good w^oiking conditions and 
wages, we muKt be in a po*sition lu 
provide men from our local who are 
educated in public relations. Iioubt 
nut for a mfuneitl that this is im- 
portant, The faculty to know when lu 
give in to a point and to use this as 
a lever to gain another more vital 
point must be leaimed. it is mil in- 
herited. ITililic relations today is a 
science, bi'lieve it or not, and in- 
dustry spend*s much money to obiuin 
men so trained. Are we to sit spelL 
Ijound at the oratory of one of tlu'sr 
trained men or will w^e have among 
us those ffiuttlly trained to pre«c»nt 
our case in a cufiable manner? 

Through education and training 
let our memhei‘s |i resent new idtuis at 
mir meetings to better our conditimm 
now and for the future* Let us stiuly 
and formulate' new systems to dimi- 
nate abuses now evident in our union 
system that are causing dissension, 
ill feeling and Helfishncss among us. 
Everything must have a beginning; 
wdiy don't you propose something con- 
structive to hotter our lot* 

We could educate our mem he is 
along the linea of working safely. 
Much has Ih'cu said and written alxml 
safety o?i the Job. I would like to 
see our JnntXAL give some space tn 
this vital matter. Remember, the 
little we get from workman's com- 
ptMisation will in nowise conqiare 
with what wc* earn at our job while 
able to work* Tii? off your ladders, 
work only on safe scaffolds, educate 
yourself and keep working.

When in doubt aliout a cer- 
tain thing, ask q nest ions and more 
riuestions until you are sure of the 
ajiswer. It is not enough to ltd I your- 
self that you have a voice and a vote, 
you must at first learn how to use 
that right to vote pro|ierly by using 
your voice as well.

We are enclosing for you coines of 
letters sent to us by one of our very 
fine and loyal members who is now 
employed in Turkey. Also, we are en- 
closing pictures he has sent to us 
and i<lentified. We had originally 
intended to send this letter to you 
after last Christmas, but by the time 
we got tbtf pictures from Brother 
Pouting and his permission, it was 
too late in the year for a Christmas 
letter. 

However, we have Brother Pon- 
ting's fiermisBion to use bis Christ- 
ma.s letter to us of last year if you 
feel it is worthy for the Journal, 

I’m sure you will appreciate his 
favorable remarks about our JotqtNAL 
(with 'which you do a wonderful job) 
and will no doubt enjoy his letters 
as much as our members have. 

E.xcerpts from Brother Fred I’on- 
ting's letters follo%v: 

This letter brings to everyone best 
wishes from Turkey. We are still 
having a swell time and Ixitb are en- 
joying good health. Gladys has just 
had her first real bad cold since leav- 
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Tliere is a legend that al ihe lime uf I lie Criicifixioii the dogwood 
was I he size of the oak and other forest I fees. So firm and strong 
was the tree tlial it was choseti as the liinher for the cross. To be usetl 
tlius for such a cruel jiurpose greatly distressed llie tree, and Jesus, 
nailed upon it, sensed lliis. and in Ills gentle pity for all sorrow and 
sulTering said to it: 

‘'Because of your regret and pity for My snllering, never again shall 
the dogwootl tree grow large emnigli to he used as a cross, llenceforlh 
it shall he slemler and lunil and twisted and its hlossoins shall be in the 
form of a cross — two hmg and two short petals. And in the center of 
tlie outer edge of each [)etal tliere will he nail |jrints, brown witli rust 
ami stained willi red, and in the center of the flower will he a crown of 
thorns, and all who see it wilt mnemlier^ —

had one* 

Our job is far behind schedule and 
exce[)t for a few weeks this summer 
when I helped jcet a transmission 
line started, all Tve done is check 
and recheck drawings, review bids, 
make firograms, and fuss and fume. 
The jK>wer plant contractor has been 
replaced by n combi nal ton of several 
German concerns and active work is 
scheduted for January 1st with exca- 
vation out of the way by *4pnL River 
diversion has been made and excava- 
tion on the w^ay for the dam* The 
dam len^rth is approximately 25{J 
meters and 110 meters hij?h* Six 
taintoi- R-ates on a mid«dam spillway. 
The plant is originally two of font 
units^ — 44,444 KV.4 each. About dOO 
miles of ir>4 KV lines, and TiU miles of 
dp KV lines involved. 5 hijrh volt- 
age sub-statlmis ami a dJI KV dis- 
tribution Ioo|) with h fluhataUonB 
around the city nf Ankum* The sys- 
tem needs are j^rowiii^j faster than 
installation can owv he accompli shetl. 

In general ouj' house and livinj?- 
facilities are excellent. The house has 
twa> bed looms (one is used for stor- 
aerej livdngroom, diningroom, kitchen, 
and the lavatory facilities are in two 
rcK^ms, the most imi»ortant one being 
unheated and as remote a*s iiossihle* 
One American couple, who arri'ved 
the same day we came to Sariyar re- 
turned to the States in October, they 
had had enou^fh, so we were foidu- 
nate tn buyini^ their ru^rs. Covereti 
our livinE’i'oom, diningroom and wall 
to wall and in addition we purchased 
enoug-h linoleum for the kitchen and 
hallways. Cooking facilities are pecu- 
liar — one hot plate, one Wt^stinghouse 
Electric Uoasttu*, \vhich is the peak 
of perfection for hakiiiK', roastinjr, 
and frying, and a three-hurner kero- 
sene stove that is excellent all the 
time, especially when the electricity 
happens to he turned oif (\vhidi hap- 
pens quite often at mealtime). The 
liouse is heated by two kerosene cir- 
culatinpr heaters. Our water supply 
is leather a miiRancc since the drink- 
ing water Is supplied from a spring 
in cans (we l>oil it), 0\ir Westin#?- 
house electric blanket is worth its 
weiffht in i^old. 

Recently the eani]i area has had 
the roads improve<l and a forest of 
trees planted* In another season or 
so oor yards should he quite nice* 
We are trying to get a picket fence 
up now and liojai to have a few 
dowsers in the sprin^r* 

The majority of staple foorl we get 
from the Military Post Exchanjre in 
Ankara, Meat, hsh, fruit and vegfo- 
tables are from the local villages and 
Ankara* tn spring: ami summer we 
enjoyed j^ning to the prardens in the 
river valley ludow the camp for vegc- 
tables. The peasants raise wonder- 
ful vepcetables here and one could 
rave on for hours reg-ardinpr them. 
One of the nice vegetabhfs in season 


now are leeks, three feet lontc and 
two and a half inches in diameter 
and extremely mild in flavor. They 
are delicious boiled with a cheese 
sauce, fjood in soups and salads too, 
CabbaR'es are often two feet in iHam- 
eter, hut not quite as solid as lhase 
vfc ha%^e at home, but are sweet and 
tender and enjoyed in salads, etc. 
During summer we had so many 
wonderful experiences in buying 
vegetables* One fanner close by came 
to our house with baskets full of 
beans, tomatoes, cucumbers, Siiuash, 
okra, potlajohns (a long slender egg- 
idaut, that is excellent) lettuce, 
spinach* All vegetables were wonder- 
ful except corn and it was really ter- 
rible. 

Beef here is of the poorest quality, 
never aged properly and no fat at all. 
Lamb is very nice alt year and quite 
reasonable in price. 

Fruit here is wonderful all year, 
every variety has such a good flavor 
and \vhen \vc say Turkey lias every 
variety of fruit we really mean ft. 
Bananas, citi'us, apples, cherries, ap- 
ricots, plums, grapes and a large 
yellow quince, w^hen cooked with a 
little sugar added makes the nicest 


sauce. Figs are the largest ami 
sweetest we*ve e%''ej' seen* Turkey 
exports many figs, raisins and nuts of 
all kinds every year. Grapes are still 
being sold in the markets in Ankai'a 
and aj'e very sweet. Last spring the 
strawberries were beautiful and plen- 
tiful. Dates are nice here, but of 
course we think there aje none like 
the fresh dates at the Scattergood 
Gardens in Phoenix* At Christmas 
time we enjoyed the nuts, <lates, 
raisins, etc* for baking and packing 
many l>oxe*s of cookies for our Turk- 
isb friends here* We spent Christ- 
mas day baking cookies and making 
candy for them. It was a most un- 
usual way to s]>end that day but a 
v'ery hap]>y >vay. We had a wonrler- 
ful Christmas this year. The Turk- 
ish people were wondei-fully kind and 
generous to all of us. They gave all 
the .Americans a lovely party and 
each family a beautiful gift that can 
be enjoyed always. We received many- 
lovely Christmas cards from our 
Turkish friends and it was quite a 
surprise to all of us to know that 
Moslems \vouhl send Chiistians even 
a card at Christmas time. It makes 
one leallze how very lucky we are to 
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jibli* to know and love our woruler- 
ful frii^nde here- 

The weather was especially nice 
here last year. We had a six weeks 
spell of \vet and windy days in the 
spitii^. Not heary rain hut (|uite 
unpretlic table. S]>rinir aummer and 
fall weather is about 2n-2o percent 
cooler til an Phoenix. Last summer 
was very pleasant for us, Oui' he use 
was so cool all su miner. It's nmde of 
stone and the walls are approxi mutely 
ii feet thick. Of course it is impos- 
sible to heat them in wiu1ci% but we 
manaire to ^rct along with wearing 
moi'e clothing than in the Slates, We 
exf>ect to have a series of light snows 
anil light rains at least until April or 
May. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the agriculture in Turkey is 
the methods used in planting ami 
UarvesUng, They still use tlu^ ancient 
methods of plowing wdth the wooden 
plow ami use oxen and wilier hiilTalo 
to pull them. Women work along with 
the men in the fields all yi*ar. We 
are in the center of a semi-nriil pla- 
teau area and much of the la ml is 
useless except for sheep ami goat 
gracing. Compared to surioundiiig 
territory we have the least snow, 
therefore* many goats are wintered 
here. These are the famous angora 
goats. The wool is used for making 
clothing and nigs and much of it is 
exported each year. The small stream 
beds are heavily empped by small 
crops, mostly vegetables and areas 
that can lie plowed are plantcnl to 
wheat. The wheat crop last year was 
bountiful and the most lw*autiful we 
hav'e ever seen anywhere and more 
and moi^ \vheat is ex pm ted each 
year. 

Turkey has 21 million jieople and 
it is safe to say that Ki million of 
them arc wearing cloLhes \vith 
patches on top of patches, yet they 
eat esiiedally well. Of course, we 
would n^t think much of their diet 
part of the year 'when the growing 
season is over. The typical Turkish 
breakfast is bread, tea* cheesi* and 
black olives. The Turkish ffiml 1 
have eaten is vei^ ileUcious* how- 
ever, in the restaurants it is usually 
fioating in either oliv'e oil, butter or 
margarine, or in a sugar syrup. It 
leans heavily to starches and nor- 
mally a third to one^half an average 
sixed loaf of breail is ccmsumeil with 
each meal by each person, Tlir 
kitchens are made [irhuarny for optni 
heal th broiling or stew pans ]daced 
directly on the coals. Brea«l and 
pastries are baked in big stone ovens 
of the ancient type and nur hrearl 
wagon here in Sanyar is a donkey 
with two huge baskets straiiped on 
each side fUleil 'ivith large ixsund 
loaves of bi^ad light out of the oven* 
unwrapped. There are no sanitary 
jmper bags for it either. The shop* 
keepers all have In niake Iheir own 


hags from newspajiers* magazines, 
etc., and ure often marvel at their 
ingenuity. 

Obseiwing the fiowei's last spring 
and summer was the moat intei^ting 
exiKTience vveVe had. Many times 
during the season we could count 40 
or TiO difTereiil varieUen and by mov- 
ing a few hu mi red feet or a mile or 
go to the next hill or vulley a whole 
new assortment cmilrl he found. It 
seems each lullsid<* tries to mi bio the 
next and the valleyB are carpeted 
with blossoms. The mo.st interesting 
thing of all is to identify the many 
varieties that grow wihl here and to 
remember bow we stmggUil to get 
them to grow in gardens at home. 
One of our favorites were the 
Oriental jKippies in the ojjen fields and 
hundreds of other varietie.s of wild 
flowers eftually as colorful coukl be 
seen during the .seaHon* All the old 
fashioned fiowers that we had and 
loved at home are found in the fields 
and on mminlain strles, 

Our rock hunting hobby takes a 
hack seat here sinci' the area we arc 
in is sedimentary clay and sand hills 
and few rnck,s showing. We hope to 
find more favorable hunting before 
we leave Turkey, There are areas that 
contain quite a few marine fossils 
and that can la- an interesting substi- 
tute during our stay here. 

It is especially noticeable to us that 
very few people in Tui^key have hob- 
bies, except fierhaps photography. 
The photographic iHmipnient available 
is %^ery low quality since it has to Iw? 
imported, so the most for the least 
money is brought in. This dm.^s not 
stop the people fi-om wanting to have 
their pictures taken* All one has to 
do IS stand adjust ing the camera and 
everyone in sight sviU try to get in 
the picture, and of course, they all 
jiose and look fU'etly* afterwar<ls they 
al] want two nr three of the pictures. 
Last summer I olTercd to take the 
jvicture of a workman using a jack- 
hammer after I had show'o him how 
to op*u*ate it. The light w*as extreme- 
ly poor BO 'while i had my hea<l bowed 
focusing I kept noticing motion in 
the image so I lookeil up to see w^hat 
w*as going on and found I had 12 
jack- hammer o]>erators in the picture. 
Since 1 would have to supply a print 
to each, 1 snappiMl the picture quickly 
before a dozen more got into the act. 

The Turkish jK^nple ns a whole are 
very frieiully ami up preci alive of our 
friendship. They are very generous 
and extremely hospitable. One of 
their most notable characteristics is 
their pride anil that is also their 
greatest handicap. They have several 
classes of schools. The two top ones 
living Tech. Univ* rsity and Higher 
Univei*sily. Tht^y consider the grad- 
uates as having B.S, degret's and 
Master degrtM^s. Of course, before 
attending either of these they must 
attend high school. 


NalUhan Baraji* Turkey

For those who did not read or hear 
last year's letter I will repeat that 
this job consists for the .Americans 
here of the supervision of construction 
of n dam, diversion tunnel, a jiowei 
tunnel and intake, a power plant 
(two units now of four, each 44. 
41 1 KVA) and several hundred rriiles 
nf 1 1 ansini.saicm lines with seven sub* 
stations. My duties are to supervise 
the elect rical and mechanical instalb^ 
Uon.B at the dam, intake, power plant, 
and the luljacent switchyard. During 
*wveral months in I initiated 

the transmission line work till the 
regular man arrived for that ivork. 

We live in houses built to house 
the ojiernlirtg forces later and have 
the privilege of using the PX at the 
military estahlishment in Ankara. 
Howevei*, except for several items w’e 
could get along for an extended per- 
iod of time just as well as if we were 
at home, using the local supply of 
eggs, fruit, vegetables, and staple 
products. They are different than 
ours, of course, and meats and dairy 
products are very unsatisfactory un- 
less you like lough beef and mutton. 

The house rent, fuel, 'water and 
electricity are furnished free. The 
wageg are <iuite good anti since we 
do not pay Unitcxl States income tax 
on stays outside of the States of X8 
months or more, this sort of a job 
pays oil quite well if one can take 
the roughing and is free to leave 
home. There is plenty of rough to 
overcome and one mu.st not he mis- 
taken alKiut that. The worst we have 
lo deal with is the almost complete 
lack of sanitary facilities and the 
ahsolute indifference to all foms of 
cleanliness except foot washing at 
pi^aycM' time. Also one must he pre- 
jmi'eri to meet an untimely end due 
to carelesaneas and disreganl for pvr- 
soTiul resjionaihility toward safety. No 
matter what happens it is Aliah*s 
Will. 

We esjM^cially enjoye*! a four day 
visit in village home of one of our 
friends last summer. Their way of 
life contrasts very sharply to the 
more motlern style that is developing 
now. The jieasants, who form about 
iJU peiTPTit of the population, are ver>^ 
kind and are exceedingly generous, 
while the selfishness* false pritle* 
egotism, and bluff to over-come u 
naiuiml infei'ioi'ity complex, of all 
those who have come up a \vays, coun- 
teracts all the good and makes one 
wonder how many yeai's it will be 
before Turkcfy can say that it is a 
nation of imfiortance and integrity. 

My wife and I ai^ both taking many 
color pictures. Sometime vrhen 'we 
get back to Bremei-ton I will be glad 
to show slides of these color pictures 
if you wish. We look forward to re- 
turning to Bremerton some since 
we fit ill own pro petty in Central Val 
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Scenes from Tulsan Oklahoma

Praise for President's 
California Sermon 

L. U. 7Sl, CHICAGO. ILL.— I read 

with intere.st and a great sense of sat- 
isfaction, ti sermon delivered by our 
Tnteniatimuil President, Brother Scott 
Milne fr<vm the pulpit at the Garvmiza 
Methodist Church in Los Angeles on 
September, 1954. 

Brother Milne addressed the con- 
gregation with humility, and under- 
standing. His keen interest In the 
Brotherhood of Man and the Christian 
way of life makes him an outstanding 
example of well meaning. 

He told a stoi^y about hunters and 
traders, who had journeyed to Africa 
and were returning with their pre- 
cious cargo of skins and ivory* For 
me to tell the story again would be 
repetitious; furthermore, it was very 
well explained, in the December, 1954 
issue of our J(hirnal, 

A great lesson can be learned from 
this story. Whim we realize that we 
are living in a changing world, we 
must be able to adjust ouraelves, to 
those changes. Realizing this, we see, 
not only the importance of moral vir- 
tues in life, hut the importance of 
sharing these virtues with others, and 
its utmost significance in our social 
relations. 

Ask yourself this question, “Why 
should I worry about the other fel- 
low?" and you will realize what kind 
of a wo rill it would be if everybody 
assumed that attitude* 

I believe the basic formula of life 
is understanding, and sharing it with 
others is of the utmost importance. 
As we look into the minor of life, 
unfolding the pages of history before 
us, we reflect a vision. This is a guid- 
ing star, helping us to detennine our 


actions. As we travel along the level 
of time, squaring our actions and in- 
creasing our vhijues; we are enabled 
to look into the futura with a clearer 
pei-spective* In this manner we are 
in a better position to determine the 
relations and values of motions and 
ideas* The ability of passing Judgment 
through experiences is my opinion of 
understanding. 

In April of 1954, 1 reviewed the 
history of modem trade unitmism. 
However, I would say in passing that 
a trade union is an mganized body 
of trxides, uniting them into an organi- 
zation to better working conditions 
and to bargain collectively with their 
employer. Of course, I am not going 
to suggest, or attempt to prove the 
standard of ethics, or so called moral 
virtues, that some employes use in 
their approach to the human aspects 
of life. We who are in the Railroad 
industry have recently experienced 
whxU human relations means to some 
employe r-s. We have Just gone through 
a tense period in an effort to negoti- 
ate fringe benefits. After one long 
year around the conference table, the 
curriers finally reached and signed an 
agreement with the Railway Labor 
Executives on a number of fringe ben- 
efits* At this writing it is too early 
to evaluate all the benefits. Bhould 
anyone have any doubts as to why 
we have a union, 1 recommend and 
sugge*st you give some thought and 
study to what Is taking place today* 
The best way to understand your 
union is to attend your union meet- 
ings* Oh yes- — critictsm is very help- 
ful — but it should be constructive. 

As we go on from here, devoting 
our time to the various problems 
that confront us from day to dxty 
and supported by the great spiritual 
powci* which controls the universe in 
all it.s movements, we will in time 
have the pendulum of justice swing- 
ing for all of us. 

In conclusion, I would like to leave 
you with this prayer, It was delivered 
to the United States Senate by the 
late Dr* F-eter Marshall, who %vas 
chaplain of the Senate, before he was 
sucldenly called from labor, 

“Li>rd God in Heaven, who hath so 
lavishly blessed this land, make us, 
thy p<H>ple to be humble* 

“Keep us aware that the good 
things we enjoy, have come from 
Thee, that thou didst lend them to us. 

“Impress upon our smugness the 
knowledge that we are not ownei's — 
but stewards; remind us, lest we be- 
come filled with conceit, that one day, 
reckoning will be required of us, 

“Sanctify our love of country, that 
our boasting may be turned into hu- 
mility and our pride into a ministry 
to men everywhere* 

“Help us to make this God's own 
country by living like God's own 
l*eople*“

Historic Decision 

In Scottsbluff Case 

L. U. 843, SCOTTSBLUFF, NEB.— 

Enclosed is material concerning the 
dispute over overtime between the 
Scottsbluff telephone workers and the 
United Telephone Company of the 
West which we would like published 
in our Joi knal* 

In the opinion of David D. Wein- 
berg of Omaha, attorney for L.U. 843 
this dispute could make labor history. 

At the time that this material 
was being sent to our JOURN.AL, Wein- 
berg had told the Associated Press he 
sees a possible conflict between Ne- 
braska couits and the National Labor 
Relations Board* 

The NLRB ordered United to rein- 
state a 48- hour week for plant de- 
partment employes, to leimhm-se 
workers for any lost overtime pay 
under a 40-hour system in effect since 
last June and to stop refusing to bar- 
gain with the union. 

Here is the background, according 
to Weinberg: 

In May, 1954, the company and 
union signed a compulsory arbitration 
agreement and the company agreed 
that there would be no i‘escheduling 
of work except by inutual agreement. 

In June, 1954, the company cut the 
working houi" schedule, then went into 
Scotts Bluff district court asking a 
declaratory judgnient upholding 
United^s contention that it does not 


have to arbitrate and upholding the 
cut in hours. 

The union then went to the NLEE 
with its case. 

In September, District Judge C, G* 
Perry heard arguments on the union’s 
motion that the company case be dis- 
missed. The union contended the 
court did not have jurisfliction* 

Judge Pcri-y took the motion under 
advisement and has not yet ruled. 

Weinberg said that, if the court 
denies the union motion for dismissal, 
the court thus places itself in con- 
flict with the NLRB over jurisdic- 
tion. 

Weinberg contended that the NLRB 
examiner found the company engaged 
in interstate commerce — operating in 
Nebraska and Wyoming — ^and thus 
the Taft-Hai-tley Act applies* 

In effect, Weinberg went on, a dis- 
trict court decision against the union’s 
dismissal motion would place the state 
court in conflict with Federal law 
and, he added, where state and Fed- 
eral law conflicts, the supreme court 
of the United States has held that 
Federal law takes precedence. 

Weinliorg said the district court 
suit and the union’s action to the 
NLRB make the case extremely im- 
portant for two reasons* He listed 
them as: 

1* The matter sets up a clear case 
of state versus Federal law in a labor 
dispute. 

2, Tlic case involves a com^julsory 
arbitration clause \vhich the company 
signed, then declined to follow and 
went to the state court seeking to 
have its position upheld. 

Weinberg called it “a very unusual 
case,” and said, “it will become fam- 
ous if it goes any further.”

Seaway Opens Vast 
Work Opportunities 

L. U. 910. WATEBTOW N, N. Y.— In 

writing this article I would like to 
report that the St> Lawrence Seaway 
and Power Development has really 
started. The Seaway, a federal proj- 
ect on the American side of the river, 
will consist of a 10-mile canal and 
several locks to bypass the three huge 
dams which will he constructed, while 
the Power Development is a joint 
venture between New York State and 
the Province of Ontaido. The costs 
of these projects will run well over 
one billion dollars, 350 million for the 
Seaway and over 600 million for the 
power development. 

This coming spring should bring 
forth an opportunity for a great deal 
of work for our members due to the 
vast amount of proposed building in 
and around the Massena area* They 
have already started a housing proj- 
ect, The Buckeye Corporation is build- 
ing a million dollar private housing 


project which is operating 100 per- 
cent all union* Another housing proj- 
ect costing 10 million dollars will 
start very soon. Motels, new stores, 
hotels and warehouses, as well as 
churches and schools are either al- 
!-eady started or will be well under 
way by spiing accoi-ding to all re- 
ports. 

Our Business Manager, Walter H. 
Maxim reported last meeting that a 
most important and successful con- 
ference, which he himself attended, 
was held in the Cormvallis Hotel, 
Cornwall, Ontario, December 7, 1954. 
Mr. Maxim met with International 
Representative Alfred Terry, from 
Vice-President Joseph W* Liggett’s 
staff, and International Vice Presi- 
dent John Raymond, fiom the first 
vice presidential district, along with 
two of hi.s staff members. Interna- 
tional Representative Robert H. 
Wooden, director of organization of 
Electrical Workers for the Canadian 
jiart of the pmject and International 
Representative W. J. C. Burr assist- 
ing* Wage scales, working condition.^ 
and international policy were the 
main topics of discussion at this con- 
ference. Our business manager and 
Representative Terry furnished proj- 
ect maps and other important data, 
while the Canadian Representatives 
supplied us with important informa- 
tion peitinent to their part in the 
picture. 

Brother Maxim stated that he be- 
lieved that this was the first labor 
meeting held, pertaining to tlie proj- 
ect, at this level. He pointed out 
that many problems were solved, and 
felt sure that any problems arising 
in the future would be handled with 
great care and efficiency. He also 
said that this is a great international 
undertaking, believed to be the largest 
in the history of both nations, and 
he feels sure our friendly neighbor 
will cooiierate to the fullest extent. 
He stated further that he was very 
pleased with the splendid cooperation 
given him from Vice President Lig- 
gett’s office through Representative 
A. Terry, who has heen assigned as 
the supervisor of the American side 
of the projects* Representative Terry 
is also supervising a HK1 million dol- 
lar boniber base project near Platts- 
hurg, N. Y., and another tremendous 
water supply project for New York 
City. 

Our business manager stated the 
wage scale of $3.15 per hour for 
journeymen has been approved by the 
State and Federal Governments and 
the International Office, for the St* 
Lawrence Projects, with double time 
for overtime on all constniction work. 
On shift work (24 hours around the 
clock) maintenance only, except in- 
stallation, straight time for the first 
shift, with time and one quarter for 
the second and third shifts, with time 
and one half for overtime, Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays. He stated that 
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scjiiie of (Hir mt*mbeis havt* almuly 
wired construction shacks ami build- 
ings for the contractors and field engn- 
neers, while other niembera have been 
onifag^cfl in the installation of tem- 
porary light and powser equipment for 
use by the cnfdrarl.nrs. He further 
stated that he expects to have more 
men on lhi‘ project soon. iHie to hud 
weal lie r condE lions all full, the work 
is behind fscherkih? at this time. The 
outlook for mir members in the fiear 
future if? very liright. Tliere will he 
no tvecfl for anyone to loaf us the 
sun gels higher. 

Anil now an item on recreation; 
The State Pcjwei' Authority recently 
stated that about 2700 acres of land 
on Haiuhart Island, ami on slime 
south of the island would la* made 
into a State Ihuk. Haiuhart Island 
is where the power dam will he lo- 
cated, Aftm‘ comp let urn, several vatv* 
tage (lointa will lie situateil for visi- 
tors to view [lolnts of interest.

The Steel P'abrication plants, both 
of which are located in Cambridge^ 
employ approximately 11(1 meml>ers 
in the nvanufacturinR of steel con- 
tainers and related products. A1- 
thoujfh this ivork is completely alien* 
ated from electrical work the local 
has mnniiireii to keep these employes 
within our jurisdiction and this ar- 
ia rii^ement seems to lie satisfactory 
to all jmities concerned* 

Emidoymeiit in the fabrication di- 
vision is now on the uiwvinff after 
almost half I lie shop was laid ofT 
for periods of three to six months 
and future prospects appear to be 
very good once the ‘"'hugs" are worked 
out of the new jobs. 

We donl have the highest rates 
in this area but we’re slowly ap- 
proaching w'hat may lie calkHl decent 
rates. Each job is slotted into one 
of 12 lalKir grades which start at 
|1.20 per hour for s\ve<?pers and end 
at $LR5 per hour for layout men, 
April ir> will be the starting date 
for negotiations for l>oth shops and 
w’e hope to raise these rates sub- 
stantially. 

The Electrical Manufacturing, 
which is all done in the Chelsea 
plants, employs approximately 200 
members tn the manu f act u ring of 
fluorescent fixtures and other electri- 
cal prmIuciB. Employment and pro- 
duetioti have been comparatively 
sternly over the past few years with 
the exception of a few slack or rush 
perioilfi, and future jirosiiecls are as 
good as CUM be expecleil in these 
times* 

Last year's negntiutimifl brought 
about u new W'Uge scale langing from 
a low of $LUS for sw'eepers to a high 
of $1,112 for tool and ilie makers, 
Hopes are high on raising these rates 
in April, also, A few of the other 
benefits obtained were: incieasf*d sick- 
ness ami accident insurance, two half- 
holidays, ami a complete Dintract re- 
vision.

Letter Slaps Right 
To Work’ Legislation

to priut it in tfie "Local Lines," 

To the Editor, 

ireanfcl/ee. Wunhiftf/ion Ihtily IVurttL 
It seems iiicrcflihle that laljm; at 
this Uilc date, should iie obligi'd to 
defend itself against a thing liki‘ this 
so-callinl "Right -to- Work" legislation. 
There is no nee<i, there should W no 
nee<l, for lalwtr to recite its accom- 
plishments. The reconl is there fm‘ 
the most uninformed or the most jn e- 
judiced to see if lliey wilL In seevir- 
ing Ixdter tmy, better working con- 
ditions, union lubtii' bus in no Kiriall 
way, raisini the standard of all, in- 
cluding that of the emi>loyer. 

It is not my intention to preaent 
organized labor ar the ultimate of all 
virtue. If this were the case, it would 
be a work of the Divine rather than 
the human. There has Imm im- 
pro|iriety: there hoK bi^n abus4\ Bui 
such cases are comjiaratively few and 
they have bewn brought alK>iit by the 
lethargy or the ignorance of the mem- 
liei-ahip. They^ the members, have in 
such easels, delegated power to the 
wrong man. Since these cases are the 
exception and not the rule, they in 
no way demonstrate the true spirit 
of organized lalxir. 

The proponi'tils fif this molily legis- 
lation make a very noble, high-sf>und- 
ing case for it. They say, "This 
country is a democracyv We are aup- 
jM>sed to Ik* free men. Well then, if 
a man wants to jinn a union, lhat 
shnukl be his privilege and if he does 
not w*ant to join a union that, also, 
should l>e his privilege," This is a 
simple ex|iosition of their lb inking, 
if such it be, I have listened to much 
more involved and technical idiraseoL 
ogy but the ideu is the same. 


Now, at first glance, this seems a 
good idea, if you want to join, then 
join. If you don't want to join, then 
don*t Join* It is beaulifuJly simple, 

1^1 us carry the idea fojAvard. Let 
us supimse you wish to acquire the 
benefits or the advaiUngea of the 
Kiughts of Columbus or the MasoTis 
or the FHks or any other organizHtion, 
You fjri‘Hent yourself to the proper 
officers, you make your desire known. 
You will Ik* told that if you meet cer- 
tain stamlaids or qualifications and 
that if you pay the re<juired initiation 
fee ami agree to pay subHi*i|uent dues 
anrl also oliey the rules of the or- 
ganization, you will be accepted. 

But no, you object to this. You 
do not wish to be bound by any rules; 
you ilo not wish to pay fees or dut*s, 
you simply wish to obtain the ad- 
vatuuges of becoming an Elk or a 
K.C. or a member of the rhamber 
of Commerce or whatever the case 
may l>e. If, by now, the officers or 
Itoard have not lost patience, they 
will explain that they are not a,*^sos- 
sliig fei'R Jind dues for the purpose 
of making profit. It lakes money to 
rim their organization, U\ carry on 
their good vi'orks, to maintain their 
charities and to kci-p solvent I heir 
benefits to memlKUS, such as insur 
ancf‘ and death expense. 

You agree that this is no doubt 
true but you also say that umlcr ihi* 
"Right-t,o- Work" law, you can receive 
most of the benefUs of any labor 
union in the State of Washiuf^on an<! 
that witlioul any fe«»s or dues, with- 
out any ohligation to observe rules 
or laws, You feel that if the sim-r- 
eign Stale of Washington sees fit to 
place such a law on her hooka rega ril- 
ing labor, why does it not apply to 
all organizations? Why single out 
Labor? 

Yes, why is labor subjected to this 
shame? Why should we, after long 
years of struggle, be uskeil to cany 
a lot of free-loaders? We have as- 
sessefi nursc*lves in money, in time ami 
in energy to erect a goml edifice^ — an 
edifice which ts not only for our ad- 
vantage but which is a l>enefit to th<* 
whole naUon, Show me a community 
lacking in, or w^eak in, orgonizefl lit- 
Imr and I will show’ you a jMwr com- 
munity. 

They are still witli us, those em- 
ployers* so archaic in their thinking, 
so far behind the times that they 
return mir mind to the 18th centui^. 
Their idea of a good fli*al is to pay 
their help just enough to keep Ijody 
and soul together and at the same 
time get the highest imssildc price 
for their pi’iiduct* 

It is just such charactei'S as these 
who are solicitous of the freedom 
of man, tender of the democratic 
spirit, that they advocati* the “ Right - 
to- Work" law\ Let us call it by its 
proper narni*, "Right-to-Scab" law*
